In  1938,  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  printed  80  different 
oblongs  for  their  sesquicentennial.  These  issues  are 
listed  in  the  Guide  Book  of  Wooden  Money  8th 
edition  by  M.  W.  Dennis.  You  will  find  them  on 
page  102  and  103.  The  best  way  to  figure  out  just 
what  issues  are  what  is  to  first  number  each  wood  in 
your  book.  Start  at  the  very  top  and  number  the 
listed  issues  from  1 to  80.  Now  Tm  sure  that  most 
of  us  know  what  block,  script  and  without  prefix 
word  looks  like,  but  the  thin  5 is  where  we  have 
trouble.  Once  you  number  the  issues,  you  will  find 
the  woods  numbered  22  to  42,  51  to  56,  and  72  to 
80  are  listed  as  a thin  5.  Once  you  know  what  you 
are  looking  for,  it  is  easier  to  identify  these  issues. 
Listed  below  on  the  left  is  the  standard  number  5 
you  will  find  in  all  four  comers  of  the  wood  issues. 
On  the  right  is  a copy  of  the  thin  5.  This  is  only 
located  in  the  upper  right  hand  comer  on  the  wood 
issues  noted  as  being  a thin  5.  With  the  5 on  the  left 
you  will  note  that  the  neck  of  the  5 drops  down  to  a 
point  prior  to  making  a turn  to  the  inner  circle. 

With  the  5 on  the  right,  the  neck  angles  towards  the 
inner  circle  and  has  no  point  made  prior  to  the  turn. 
This  is  noted  as  the  thin  5 wood  issue.  Once  you  put 
the  two  issues  together,  the  difference  is  very  clear.

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THAT’S  THE  WAY  I SAW  IT

Being  a collector  of  wooden  nickels,  I obtained  two  from  the  flight 
93  Memorial  Chapel.  This  interested  me  very  much  so  1 found  out 
through  letters  that  this  chapel  is  located  at  the  Boulevard  of 
Heroes.  P.  O.  Box  142,  Shanksville,  PA  15560 
The  Rev.  Alphonse  T.  Mascherino  took  this  chapel  dedicated  in 
1902  and  ceased  in  1969  and  named  it  the  Flight  93  Memorial 
Chapel.  After  1969  the  building  served  as  a seed  distribution 
center  of  the  Servos  Seed  Company.  This  small  chapel  contains  a 
plaque  of  heroes-  40  passengers  that  crashed  in  southern 
Pennsylvania  on  9-1 1.  These  40  people  caused  their  plane  to  crash 
not  knowing  where  it  was  destined.  The  plaque  of  honor  states, 
“Heroes  of  Leadership,  We  Shall  Not  Falter,  We  Shall  Not  Waver, 
We  Shall  Not  Fail.”  The  impact  site  was  very  close  to  Duppstad’s 
County  Store.  Outside  the  chapel  is  located  Thunder  Bell.  As 
written  in  the  chapel’s  four  page  information  sheet,  “Mighty  and 
noble  half-ton  bell  cast  of  steel  in  1 860”.  Thunder  Bell  the  voice 
of  Flight  93  symbolizes  the  resounding  message  of  the  heroes  of 
flight  93.  As  the  impact  of  this  aircraft  thundered  across  the  hills  and  valleys  of  this  tranquil  region  shattering 
the  silence  of  a peaceful  day,  so  their  message  should  resound,  “THUNDER  IN  OUR  HEARTS  AND  LIVES. 
THIS  IS  WHAT  WE  WILL  NEVER  FORGET”.  “This  is  the  treasure  we  honor  and  preserve  that  these  dead 
shall  not  have  died  in  vain.  In  so  doing  they  averted  most  certain  unfathomable  violence  against  the  nation’s 
capital.”  This  is  a memorial  many  of  us  should  take  in.  A very  successful  endeavor  for  the  people  in  the  area.

VERNONIA,  OREGON

Prior  to  the  Vemonia  4lh  of 
July  celebration  in  1956,  the 
little  town  had  undergone  a 
vigorous  clean-up  campaign 
through  most  of  the  down 
town  area.  Fresh  paint,  some 
planted  flowers,  and  spruced 
up  store  fronts  were  seen. 

With  the  first  jamboree  to  be 
held  in  August,  and  with  a 
high  expectation  of  hundreds 
to  attend,  more  effort  was 
exerted  to  put  its  best  face 
eastward.  The  town  had  the 
worlds  largest  electric  saw 
mill  (Oregon  American  Mill) 
and  it  was  shutting  down,  so 
the  jamboree  was  seen  as 
way  to  get  past  employees, 
their  families,  friends,  and 
visitors  to  return  to  Vemonia 
Local  merchants  made  their 
window  space  available  for 
the  display  of  art  works,  fine 
antiques,  hobbies,  and  local 
handcraft.  It  was  during  the 
1957  Friendship  Jamboree 
that  15.000  wooden  nickels 
were  ordered  for  the  event. 
This  caused  what  was  then 
described  to  be  a “reckless 
spending  of  wooden  money” 
through  out  Vemonia.  Other 
scheduled  events  held  that 
year  was  a golf  tournament, 
swimming  competition,  trap 
shoots,  a horse  show,  logging 
competition,  and  an  evening 
filled  with  fireworks.  This 
year  marks  their  50th  year  and 
they  have  a full  three  days  of 
events  planned  for  this  Aug. 
Wooden  nickels  have  been 
issued  in  1957,  1958,  1964, 
1966,  1967,  1968,  1969,  1970 
and  1974.  The  Chamber  of 
Commerce  plans  to  issue  a 
wood  for  2005,  so  watch  for 
their  ad  in  a later  issue  of  BC.

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TAFT,  CALIFORNIA

1 aft  and  the  West  side  ot  Kern  County  is  oil  country.  The  community  is  surrounded  by  some  of  our 
country  s greatest  oil  fields  and  is  nestled  in  the  foothills  of  the  southwestern  San  Joaquin  Valley  and  the 
southwestern  portion  of  Kern  County.  It  was  oil  that  brought  those  early  pioneers  to  the  area  at  the  turn  of  the 
century  from  various  parts  of  the  country.  Back  then  it  was  only  a barren  semi-arid,  treeless  wasteland,  covered 
with  grass  and  flowers  in  the  springtime.  Home  only  to  Indians,  elk,  jackrabbits,  rattlesnakes,  foxes,  lizards,  the 
tipton  kangaroo  rat  and  many  different  birds.  It  was  the  dirt  trails  and  roads  that  the  early  pioneers  followed  by 
horseback  and  horse-drawn-wagons,  then  by  train  after  the  railroad  was  constructed  from  Bakersfield  to  the 
West  Side  of  Kern  County. 

The  early  pioneers  came  to  start  their  businesses  and  to  find  work  in  the  oil  fields.  They  came  to 
develop  and  claim  the  land  for  the  production  of  oil,  that  liquid  gold  or  sometimes  called  black  gold!  They 
were  said  to  be  a very  rowdy  bunch.  The  early  settlements,  which  resembled  mining  camps,  were  described  as 
more-like  raucous,  dusty,  western  towns  with  canvas  tent  houses,  saloons,  brothels,  hotels  and  a graveyard  high 
on  a hill  overlooking  Taft.  There  was  no  running  water  or  suitable  ground  water  for  human  consumption;  so 
water  was  hauled  into  the  area  in  barrels  by  horse-drawn  wagons  or  by  railroad  cars.  An  article  in  the  Daily 
Midway  Driller,  which  started  publication  back  in  1910,  tells  of  a Jack  A Bennett  who  was  the  oil  well  driller  of 
the  first  producing  oil  well  on  the  famous  25  hill,  that  hill  which  stands  as  a sentinel  overlooking  the  City  of 
Taft  to  the  south.  Bennett  struck  water  at  a depth  of  1000  feet  while  drilling  for  oil.  The  price  of  water  was 
high  as  well  as  scarce  in  this  barren  stretch  of  the  valley.  The  water  was  found  to  be  of  excellent  quality  for 
boiler  purposes,  the  company  decided  to  stop  drilling  and  pay-off  Bennett  because  the  price  for  a barrel  of  water 
was  much  more  than  that  for  a barrel  of  oil  at  that  time. 

In  January  of  1909,  the  town  consisted  of  a handful  of  buildings,  and  it  began  to  grow  rapidly.  A post  office 
was  needed.  Mail  was  brought  from  Maricopa  by  a horse-drawn  wagon.  The  name  of  Moro  was  suggested  for 
the  post  office,  but  that  was  not  accepted  because  there  was  another  town  by  this  name.  By  April  1909  Official 
authorities  in  Washington  decided  that  Taft  the  name  of  our  nation’s  president  at  that  time,  would  be  the  name 
of  the  new  towns  post  office.  The  city  was  incorporated  in  1910,  after  the  approval  from  a vote  by  the  people 
north  of  the  railroad  tracks,  they  named  it  Taft.  In  the  same  year,  the  famous  Lakeview  Gusher  blew  in, 
threatening  the  countryside  over  an  1 8-month  period  rampage,  producing  an  estimated  nine  million  barrels  of 
oil.  It  is  said  to  have  flown  like  a river,  which  the  old  timers  named  the  Trout  stream. 

In  1912,  Hollwood  found  Taft  and  the  motion  picture  film.  Opportunity  staring  Fatty  Arbuckle  was  filmed. 
Many  of  the  locals  were  used  in  the  filming  and  when  played  at  a local  motion  picture  house,  it  was  to  a packed 
house  every  night. 

Taft’s  heritage  and  its  main  industry  continue  to  rest  on  crude  oil.  A large  percentage  of  the  crude  oil  found  in 
Kern  County  is  heavy  crude.  Today,  this  heavy  crude  oil  is  best  retrieved  through  Thermal  enhanced  oil 
recovery  the  process  of  injecting  steam  into  the  ground  so  that  the  oil  will  flow  easily  to  the  surface.  The  Taft 
Midway-Sunset  field  in  the  Taft  area  continues  to  lead  the  lower  48  states  in  oil  production,  and  is  the  third 
leading  producer  in  the  United  States. 

Now  most  communities  have  had  an  event  and  issued  wooden  money  to  commemorate  such  a thing,  Taft  is 
different.  The  Westside  does  it  once  every  five  years.  But  what  a celebration!  It  lasts  for  10  days  and  has 
something  for  everyone  that  attends. 

With  two  exceptions,  Taft  has  been  celebrating  its  incorporation  as  a city  every  five  years  since  1930  when  a 20 
year  anniversary  bash  was  held.  The  first  celebration  ( not  known  asGildorado  until  1946)  The  1935  gig  was 
called  the  Silver  Jubilee.  President  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  sent  a congratulatory  telegram  to  Taft.  The 
celebrations  to  be  held  for  1945  were  interrupted  by  World  War  1 1,  and  it  was  during  this  time  that  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  decided  to  form  a permanent  organization  to  plan  and  oversee  future  celebrations. 
Known  then  as  the  Taft  Oildorado  Inc.  cont.  on  page  24

In  1946  the  event  went  over  so  well  that  they  had  another  in  1947.  This  proved  to  be  to  much  for  the 
celebration  organizers  an  it  was  decided  to  make  Oildorado  Days  an  every-five-year  event  and  hold  the  next  in 
1950.  During  the  1950  celebration,  twelve  oblongs  (flats)  were  issued  in  black,  blue,  red  and  green  ink. 

During  their  1960  event,  three  oblongs  were  issued  in  black  ink.  In  1965,  three  rounds  were  issued  in  black, 
blue  and  red.  They  also  issued  three  woods  in  the  same  colors  for  1970  and  1975.  During  these  celebrations, 
the  wooden  money  was  a big  hit  with  the  community  and  local  merchants  saw  an  increase  in  their  store  sales.
